The  “Bell  of  the  Y”  ain’t  what  it  used 
to  be.  The  brass  victory  bell,  which 
symbolizes  athletic  supremacy,  came 
tumbling  down  Sunday  at  around  10  p.m. 

Located  west  of  the  SFLC,  the  bell 
apparently  dropped  to  the  ground  when  a 
spirited  student  tried  to  ring  it  following 
the  Marriott  Center  dedication. 

Dal  on  Esplin,  a  student  member  of  the 
Intercollegiate  Knights,  who  are 
responsible  for  caring  for  the  bell,  came 
by  the  scene  minutes  after  the  incident. 
BYU  Security  was  also  on  hand  by  that 
time. 

According  to  Esplin,  the  student  had 
apparently  turned  over  a  garbage  can, 
stood  up  on  it  and  tried  to  ring  the  bell. 
However,  a  chain  on  the  bell  was  broken 
following  the  victory  over  the  University 
of  Utah  Saturday  night  and  had  not  yet 
been  fixed.  When  the  chain  was  pulled 
Sunday  night,  the  bell  fell  from  its  perch. 

The  cracked  shell  is  being  kept  in  safe 


storage  by  the  BYU  Physical  Plant.  A 
spokesman  said  that  they  will  keep  the 
bell  until  the  Intercollegiate  Knights 
decide  what  to  do  with  it.  Greg 
McMurdie,  president  of  the  IK’s,  was  not 
available  for  comment. 

The  condition  of  the  nearly  600-pound 
bell  could  be  described  as'  serious.  It 
suffers  from  numerous  cracks  as  well  as  a 
gaping  hole  near  its  top.  The  cast-iron 
frame  was  also  badly  broken  in  the  drop. 

The  future  of  the  bell  is  uncertain. 
Esplin  said  the  bell  will  either  have  to  be 
replaced  or  fixed,  a  chore  that  would 
make  a  jigsaw  puzzle  look  simple.  It 
would  have  to  be  heated  to  near  its 
melting  point  and  then  the  pieces  would 
have  to  be  molded  back  on. 

At  least  BYU  plays  on  the  road  this 
week  in  basketball  so  the  bells  presence 
may  not  be  missed  for  sometime. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  the  bell 
has  come  on  hard  times.  At  one  time  it 
found  its  way  to  the  bottom  of  the  BYU 
Botany  pond  on  the  south  side  of 
campus.

Since  the  opening  of  the  Provo  Temple 
the  response  of  the  10  BYU  stakes  has 
been  good,  but  according  to  temple 
authorities,  “when  we  look  at  the 
possibilities,  the  temple  could  hum.” 

Thomas  A  Wolsey,  a  coordinator  of 
proxies,  explained  that  since  the  Temple 
reopened  in  September,  the  combined 
BYU  stakes  have  performed  a  total  of 
20,160  endowments. 

Breaking  this  figure  down,  Wolsey 
remarked  that  13,188  of  these 
endowments  were  done  by  men  and 
6,972  endowments  were  by  women. 

Wolsey  said  there  are  currently 
approximately  8,000  returned 
missionaries  and  400  returned  lady 
missionaries.  Since  September  for  every 
two  endowments  done  by  a  priesthood 
holder,  17  endowments  were  done  by  a 
sister. 

“If  the  men  were  doing  as  much 
proportionately  as  the  women,”  said 
Wolsey,  “we  would  have  many  more 
patrons  from  BYU  ” 

Wolsey  pointed  out  that  between 
March  and  August  of  1970,  before  the 
Provo  Temple  opened,  the  combined 
BYU  stakes  did  a  total  of  17,634 
endowments  at  the  Manti  Temple. 

For  the  same  period  during  1971  at  the 
Provo  Temple,  the  BYU  stakes  did  92 
endowments  less  than  at  the  older 
Temple. 

Students  can  do  endowments  at  their 
own  convenience,  Wolsey  added,  but 
initiatory  ordinances  are  done  only  by 
assignment  which  at  the  request  of  all 
BYU  stakes,  are  conducted  only  on 
Saturdays.  The  exception  to  this  is 
baptisms,  which  are  done  throughout  the 
week. 

The  assignments  come  from  the  Temple 


to  the  Stake  High  Council  representative 
and  then  to  the  branches.  He  said  they 
often  receive  phone  calls  from  students 
who  want  to  do  initiatory  work,  but 
these  are  referred  to  the  Stake  High 
Council  Representative.  This  procedure  is 
followed  because  they  “cannot  work 
them  into  the  schedules  except  on  their 
assigned  days.” 

According  to  Wolsey,  students  should 
counsel  with  their  branch  presidents  on 
all  aspects  of  participation  at  the  Temple.

CLARK  AIR  BASE,  Philippines 
(AP)  —  A  red-haired  pilot  from 
Provo,  Utah,  Maj.

Marrott,  has  been  picked  as  the 
most  likely  man  to  fly  the  first 
plane  to  Hanoi  to  pick  up  U.S. 
prisoners  of  war.

Student  safe, 
two  perish  in 
tragic  climb 


John  Shelton,  president  of  the 
BYU  Alpine  Qub,  was  one  of  four 
survivors  in  a  mountain-climbing 
expedition  in  Argentina  marred 
by  two  deaths. 

Shelton,  a  geology  student  from 
Newberg,  Ore.,  was  part  of  an 
eight-member  team  of 
experienced  climbers  attempting 
to  scale  22,834-foot  Mt. 
Aconcagua,  South  America's 
highest  mountain. 

The  victims  were  Janet 
Johnson,  a  teacher  from  Denver, 
Colo,  and  John  Cooper  of  East 
Houston,  Tex.,  an  engineer  with 
the  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration. 

According  to  the  expedition 
leader,  the  two  went  ahead  of  the 
group  and  probably  died  from 
fatigue,  intensified  by  the 
altitude.  It  was  not  known  if  they 
reached  the  summit. 

Two  members  of  the  group 
returned  to  their  base  camp 
before  the  final  assualt  on  the 
Andean  peak.

The  wall  of  secrecy  seemed  to

Marrott  said  he  had  been 
studying  general  maps  and  other 
information  about  the  Hanoi  area, 
but  did  not  expect  to  see  his  final 
flight  plan  until  about  three  hours 
before  takeoff. 

"‘It’s  the  most  important 

mission  I’ve  seen  in  the  years  I’ve 
been  flying,”  said  Marrott,  a 
1 7-year  veteran.  Now  a  flight 
examiner  pilot  with  the  15th 
Military  Airlift  Squadron  at 
Norton,  Marrott  served  a  year  at 
Tahkli  Air  Base  in  Thailand,  flying 
combat  missions  over  South 
Vietnam  in  an  EB66  electronic 
warfare  plane.

director  Farnsworth.  “The  room 
will  be  in  the  new  law  building. 

However,  he  said  that  the  law 
building  will  not  be  available  until

Size,  or  room  space,  is  not 
really  that  important  said  Director 
Farnsworth.  He  explained  that 
“the  library  is  set  up  according  to 
the  church  ‘Instructional  Materials 
Catalog.’ 

The  catalog  contains  a  complete 
listing  of  instructor  helps 
including  posters,  pictures,  film 
strips,  and  things’  that  do  not 
require  much  space. 

“We  do  not  try  to  duplicate 
materials  available  elsewhere  on 
campus,”  said  Farnsworth.  “There 
are  very  few  books  in  the  stake 
library  because  .the  BYU  central 
library  has  almost  any  book  that 
might  be  needed.” 

Director  Farnsworth  said  that  if 
a  person  needs  media  equipment, 
major  movies  or  books,  there  are 
other  departments  to  provide 
them. 

HOWEVER,  “IF  THERE  is 
anything  that  the  Stake  library 


doesn’t  have,  it  can  direct  you  to 
a  departfnent  that  does  have  what 
you  want,”  said  Farnsworth. 

He  explained  that  the  “Ten 
Stake  Library”  program  is  not 
meant  to  be  set  up  to  carry 
everything.  It  is  set  up  to  make 
available  materials  that  will  help  a 
teacher,  such  as  in  Sunday  School 
to  make  a  meaningful 
presentation.

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Razor-blade  bandits 


Buried  in  notebooks,  hidden  away  in  forgotten  folders  or  tossed  into 
trash  cans  is  part  of  BYU’s  library. 

This  secret  cache  consists  of  some  students’  private  collections  of  the 
only  copy  of  an  article  assigned  to  a  class  of  150  or  a  few  pages  of  a 
book  taken  into  personal  possession  as  a  ready  reference.  The  library  is 
left  with  a  manuscript  a  bit  lighter  for  the  loss  of  a  few  pages.  Other 
students  are  provided  with  a  source  of  frustration  and 
dismay— discovering  that  certain  strategic  portions  of  a  book  or 
magazine  have  been  nearly  removed. 

The  library’s  razor-bladed  bandits  of  knowledge  are  stealing  resources 
that  are  very  difficult  to  replace,  and  whose  removal  is  rarely  noticed 
until  someone  else  needs  the  same  material.  Other  students  are  deprived 
of  a  chance  to  complete  assignments  or  study  for  exams  because  of  the 
lack  of  consideration  by  a  few  for  the  needs  of  others. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  this  sort  of  thievery.  Most  teachers  give 
assignments  far  enough  in  advance  that  a  student  can  complete  them 
without  “borrowing”  the  information  to  use  at  his  own  convenience. 
For  those  who  haven’t  the  time  to  spend  in  the  library,  numerous 
Xerox  machines  are  available  to  copy  material. 

Honesty  in  all  endeavors  means  just  that,  and  the  use  of  the  library 
should  be  no  exception.

Nixon’s  economic  tests 


In  his  message  delivered  to  Congress  last  week,  President  Nixon 
stressed  the  fiscal  theme  for  1974’s  budget  message:  “sustained, 
noninflationary  economic  growth  is  not  possible  without  Fiscal  restraint 
by  Congress.”  His  proposed  curbs  on  federal  spending  could  make  this 
year  better  for  the  entire  economy,  prevent  a  price  explosion  and  speed 
up  an  end  to  wage-price  controls. 

The  President  believes  solutions  to  economic  problems  should 
originate  from  more  personal  and  private  initiative.  This  is  reflected  in 
his  self-restraint  Phase  III  effort  where  the  responsibility  of  keeping 
prices  down  is  thrown  into  the  hands  of  big  corporations  and  unions. 
General  Motors  temporarily  canceled  a  $107  per-car  increase  that  had 
been  pending  before  the  now-defunct  Price  Commission,  although 
Alcoa  decided  to  raise  prices  on  some  products  due  to  a  jump  in 
demand. 

Recently  the  government  estimated  that  the  gross  national  product 
bounded  ahead  in  the  last  quarter  of  1972,  increasing  for  the  entire 
year  at  6.5  per  cent  real  growth  and  3  per  cent  inflation,  raising  the 
GNP  total  to  $1,152  billion.  Detroit  automakers  reported  they  sold 
more  new  cars  during  the  First  10  days  of  January  than  during  any 
similar  period  since  1 966. 

If  this  war  on  inflation  is  to  succeed,  cost-cutting  will  be  necessary. 
Warning  in  his  second  inaugural  address  to  lead  the  country  away  from 
unbridled  paternalism,  the  President  has  held  the  total  federal 
expenditures  to  $268.7  billion.  Areas  affected  by  freezing  finance 
include  grants  to  education,  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity, 
Model  Cities,  highway  building  and  agricultural  assistance. 

The  big  tests  lie  ahead  for  Nixon’s  plan.  One  will  come  from  the 
American  citizens  and  their  interest  in  curbing  inflation,  controlling 
government  growth  and  holding  the  taxation  line. 

Among  manufacturers  and  big  business,  confrontations  with  the 
lumber  industry  and  labor  are  shaping  up.  Contracts  for  87,000  New 
York  and  New  Jersey  garment  workers  will  come  up  for  renewal.  These 
could  set  up  new  precedents  for  the  heavy  bargaining  calendar  later  in 
the  year  involving  rubber,  electrical,  trucking,  auto  and  post  ofFice 
workers. 

Whatever  lies  ahead  for  Nixon’s  economic  game  plan,  it  will  require 
clever  tactics  and  calm  strategy.  No  matter  the  circumstances,  the 
championship  effort  to  beat  economic  strains  rest  on  cooperation  and 
determination.

WASHINGTON— Congress  auditors  say  the  U.S.,  which  has  turned 
more  than  $5  billion  worth  of  weapons  over  to  South  Vietnam  so  far, 
will  have  to  continue  both  material  support  and  technical  training  “for 
the  foreseeable  future.” 


Political  talks 
quicken  peace 

SAIGON  (  A  P  )  - 

Representatives  of  the  four  parties 
in  the  Vietnam  peace  agreement 
met  in  three  cities  Monday  in 
quickening  diplomatic  steps 
toward  clearing  sea  mines  from 
North  Vietnam,  holding  top-level 
political  talks  on  the  South  and 
getting  American  war  prisoners 
back  home. 

As  dispositions  for  peace 
accelerated,  the  fighting  slowed. 

U.S.  officials  in  Washington  and 
Saigon  declared  the  first  group  of 
American  prisoners  will  be 
released  this  week,  but  declined  to 
give  a  specific  timetable. 

Ambassador  Michel  Gauvin  of 
Canada,  chairman  of  the 
International  Commission  of 
Control  and  Supervision  said 
release  of  those  held  in  South 
Vietnam  will  be  “closer  to  the  end 
of  the  week.” 

Then  four  hours  later  he  told 
newsmen  the  release  will  come 
“within,  I  presume,  a  week  or  so.” 

“There  will  be  an  exchange  of 
prisoners,”  Gauvin  added  after  a 
four-hour  commission  meeting.  “I 
don’t  know  where  or  when.” 

Senior  U.S.  officials  said  one  of 
the  first  groups  of  American 
prisoners  will  be  released  from 
jungle  camps  along  the  South 
Vietnam-Cambodian  border  in  the 
An  Loc-Loc  Ninh  area,  60-70 
miles  north  of  Saigon. 


Inside  Watergate 

NEW  YORK -President  Nixon’s  internal  investigator  of  the  Watergate 
affair  withheld  material  that  might  have  led  federal  lawmen  to  link 
administration  figures  to  the  case,  News-week  magazine  reported  this 
week.  The  magazine  said  the  report  came  from  a  close  source. 
According  to  the  report,  White  House  Special  Counsel  John  Dean  “had 
received  orders  to  try  to  prevent  federal  investigators  from  tarnishing 
any  figures  in  the  President’s  inner  circle.”

NEW  ORLEANS— Lindy  Boggs  is  a  strong  favorite  to  defeat  GOP 
candidate  Robert  E.  Lee  in  the  special  election  to  fill  the  seat  of  her 
husband.  The  wife  of  missing  Rep.  Hale  Boggs  won  an  easy  victory  last 
weekend  in  the  Democratic  primary. 


Trade  with  China 

WASHINGTON— Mainland  China  has  purchased  400,000  bales  of 
cotton  in  the  U.S.  in  a  deal  that  is  expected  to  substantially  increase 
total  U.S.  exports  to  China  this  year. 


IN  WASHINGTON,  Defense 
Department  spokesman  Jerry  W. 
Friedheim  said  North  Vietnam  is 
expected  to  release  its  first 
American  prisoners  by  Sunday, 
the  time  frame  specified  in  the 
cease-fire  agreement  signed  in 
Paris  Jan.  27. 

“Our  hope  is  that  we  will  have 
some  by  the  middle  of  this  week,” 
Friedheim  said. 

North  Vietnamese,  Viet  Cong, 
American  and  South  Vietnamese 
representatives  of  a  prisoner 
committee  of  the  Joint  Military 
Commission  met  in  Saigon  for 
three  hours  to  iron  out 
repatriation  details.  It  was  the 
third  successive  day  they  had  met. 

In  Haiphong,  Rear  Adm.  Brian 
McCauley  and  1 5  members  of  his 
staff  conferred  with  senior  North 
Vietnamese  officials  on  clearing 
mines  from  North  Vietnam’s 
seven  ports  and  thousands  of 
miles1  of  inland  waterways.

Rep.  David  R.  Nemelka,  D-Salt

equalizes  the  rights  of  both 
landlords  and  tenants.  That 
position  was  supported  by 
representatives  of  the  YWCA,  the 
American  Association  of 
University  Women  and  several 
antipoverty  and  housing  groups. 

TED  BOSSES,  spokesman  for 
the  Union  of  the  Poor,  said  many 
“slumlords”  are  cheating  the 
poor,  evicting  tenants  often  , 
simply  for  complaining  to  housing 
and' health  officials.  He  said  slum 
landlords  are  well  aware  of  the 
critical  need  for  housing  and 
charge  whatever  they  want  and 
know  they  can  get  it. 

Dan  Simon,  representing  the 
Apartment  Association  of  Utah, 
said  “to  assume  one  party  has 
rights  over  another  is  wrong.”  He 
said  the  Uniform  Act  would 
destroy  what  he  described  as  the 
God-given  right  to  own  property 
and  profit  by  it  and  would 
promote  the  cause  of  socialism  in 
Utah. 

The  uniform  act  prohibits  rental 
agreements  which  require  the 
tenant  to  pay  the  landlord’s 


attorney  fees  or  limit  the 
landlord’s  liability  under  law. 

It  forbids  landlords  from 
receiving  security  in  an  amount 
greater  than  one  month’s  rent  and 
requires  that  the  landlord  itemize 
in  writing  any  deductions  made 
from  deposits  within  two  weeks 
after  the  tenant  moves  out. 


LANDLORDS  would  -be 
required  to  “make  all  repairs  and 
do  whatever  is  necessary  to  put 
and  keep  the  premises  in  a  fit  and 
habitable  condition,’’  and 
maintain  electrical,  plumbing, 
heating,  air-conditioning  and 
other  facilities  he  owns. 

Tenants  would  be  required  to 
“keep  that  part  of  the  premises 
that  he  occupies  and  uses  as  clean 

Marlowe  arraigned,
